“This does not mean,’ Mr. Ench 
said, “that the board is forbidden 
to employ teachers who have passed 
their sixty-fifth birthday, but it 
does mean that regular tenure ends 
at that time and that thereafter, 
teachers in that age group can be. 
employed only for one year at a 
time.”

a large 32x40 foot community and 
dance hall with orchestra stand. 


At each end of the big hall are 
the living quarters of the manage- 
ment. A full basement provides 
ample storage space. s 

Adjacent to the building is an up- 
to-date service station, which will 
also be operated by the same man- 
agement. 

Exterior of the buildings are of 
8-inch beveled native cedar, gables 
are of knotty pine and the roof of 
Sugar pine shakes. All have been 
finished in natural color, except the 
high-pitched roof, which is paint- 
ed tile red. Interior walls and ceil- 
ing are of native knotty cedar, while 
| all fixtures such as counters, tables 
and chairs are of knotty pine. 

The bar in the cocktail lounge, is 
of beautiful design made of native 

bird’s eye pine, especially select- 
ed from thousands of feet of lum- 
ber. 

All of the large fixtures were 
made and finished in the mills of 
the Sacramento Box and Lumber 
Company, which is located on Silver 
_ Fork, just three and one-half miles 
from the recreational center. Tables 
and chairs were made up and fin- 
ished in Los Angeles, by a firm 
which uses exclusively El Dorado 
County knotty pine and cedar. 

The center has been designed to 
| take care of the needs of summer 

and winter tourists, summer home 
; owners in the American River can- 
| yon and local El Dorado County re- 
| creationists. Although no over-night 
| accommodations are available at 
| this time, it is proposed by the man- 
agement to start construction of 
tourist cabins and apartments on 
the large acreage which they hold 
in connection, next fall.

heavy German reinforcements at- 
tempt to smash through the Mag- 
inot fortifications for a possible 
thrust at the heart of France. 


A million men or more were be- 
lieved to be clashing in warfare on 
both sides of a line that ran from 
positions east of Antwerp down 
along the Dyle river to Louvain, the 
Namur area, the river Meuse and 
the Maginot line as far as the Lux- 
embourg corner. 


Battle was being joined all along 
this 200-mile front but the Allied 
danger point of the moment was at 
Sedan. 


The scene of battle had swiftly 
shifted away from Holland where 
today the formalities of German oc- 
cupation of the country were under 
way after the Dutch had laid down 
their arms except for Zeeland pro- 
vince just north of Antwerp and 
the Belgian coast. Here the Dutch 
troops reinforced by British forces 
were digging in for a strong stand. 
Zeeland abounds in submarine and 
plane base sites and the Allies were 
determined to save it from German 
capture if possible. 


Great fires still were burning in 
the Dutch cities of Rotterdam and 
Amsterdam, some started by Ger- 
man bombs and others by the Dutch 
themselves to keep military stores 
and oil from falling into German 
possession. A German column en- 
tered The Hague. The city was 
quiet. Dutch troops were ordered to 
remain in quarters and some were 
demobilized.
